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ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
March  4,  1946 


COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
Middlesex,  ss. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Townsend 
in  said  county: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  freeholders  and 
other  inhabitants  of  said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections 
and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  in  Memorial  Hall  in  said  Town- 
send,  on  March  4,  1946  at  9  A.  M.  to  act  on  the  following 
articles,  viz.: 

To  give  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  for  Moderator, 
three  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Town  Clerk, 
Town  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  two  Con- 
stables, three  Trustees  of  the  Tucker  Fund,  three  members 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library, 
one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  all  for  one  year;  three 
Selectmen  (one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for 
three  years) .  One  Assessor,  three  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library,  one  Park 
Commissioner,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  Water 
Commissioner,  all  to  serve  for  three  years.  Also  one  Park 
Commissioner  and  one  member  of  the  School  Committee  for 
two  years. 

The  polls  will  open  at  9  A.  M.  and  will  be  closed  at  6:30 
P.  M.   The  meeting  in  town  affairs  will  begin  at  11  A.  M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  officers  not  required  by  law 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

Article  2.  To  accept  the  printed  reports  of  the  offi- 
cers,.^nd  committees  of  the  town. 

Article  3.  To  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  to  bor- 
row money  in  anticipation  of  revenue  for  the  financial  year 
1946. 


Article  4.  To  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  to  bor- 
row money  in  anticipation  of  revenue  for  the  financial  year 
1947. 

Article  5.  To  choose  an  agent,  or  agents,  to  prosecute 
and  defend  all  suits  in  behalf  of  the  town,  with  power  to 
employ  counsel. 

Article  6.  To  choose  a  committee  for  the  suppression 
of  vice  and  prosecute  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  the  town. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  a 
transfer  of  $901.49  from  the  Road  Machinery  Fund  to  the 
Road  Machinery  Account. 

Article  8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  sev- 
eral departments  of  the  town,  a  detailed  list  of  which  will 
be  found  in  the  budget  included  in  the  report  of  the  Select- 
men.

ACTION  ON  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 


March  4,  1946. 

Pursuant  to  the  warrant  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
town  was  held  on  the  above  date  in  Memorial  Hall.  At  9 
A.  M.  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator, 
Earle  S.  Bagley. 

The  Town  Clerk  read  the  warrant  to  article  1,  and,  as 
there  was  no  objection,  further  reading  of  the  warrant  was 
omitted.  The  ballot  clerks  and  tellers  as  sworn  in  were 
William  H.  Wing,  Stephen  W.  Keefe,  Jr.,  Ruth  Domina, 
Ruth  Morrison,  Helen  Sherwin,  Agnes  Sherwin,  Nathalie 
Misner  and  Ella  Wilder. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  at  9 :05  A.  M. 

At  11  A.  M.  The  meeting  was  again  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator.   Action  on  the  articles  was  as  follows : 

Article  1.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ap- 
point all  officers  of  the  town  not  required  to  be  elected  by 
ballot. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  accept  the  printed  reports  of  the 
officers  and  committees  of  the  town. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from 
time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1946 ;  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes 
therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  renew  any  note  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  of  the  General 
Laws.  (Unanimous.) 

Article  4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  a  sum  of 
money  not  to  exceed  $15,000,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  the  financial  year  1947;  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes 
therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note 
or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year, 
in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws.

Food  Production  was  of  the  utmost  importance  during 
1946  and  the  main  effort  of  the  Extension  Service  was  along 
this  line.  Through  meetings,  radio,  farm  and  home  visits, 
county  bulletin,  news  releases  and  calls  in  person  and  by 
telephone  at  the  office,  assistance  was  given  to  as  many 
people  as  possible. 

Fruit  growers  this  year  were  interested  especially  in 
knowing  more  about  frost  damage  and  its  prevention  and 
the  latest  materials  to  use  in  spraying  to  overcome  insects 
and  diseases.  Because  of  the  wet  season,  there  was  a  seveii^ 
infestation  of  scab  and  growers  required  all  the  assistance 
possible  to  produce  a  good  quality  crop.  Twilight  meetings 
of  interest  to  local  growers  were  held  in  various  parts  of  the 
county.  Information  was  sent  out  to  local  papers  and 
through  town  libraries  as  well  as  over  the  radio  to  help  all 
those  interested  in  home  gardens. 

Three  projects  were  emphasized  to  assist  those  inter- 
ested in  poultry  —  namely,  Better  Use  of  Ranges ;  Brooding 
and  Rearing ;  Disease  Control  and  Sanitation. 

Of  interest  to  dairymen,  the  Selective  Breeding  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Herd  Improvement  Association  were  de- 
veloped and  expanded  during  the  year. 

Because  of  the  many  food  shortages  experienced  dur- 
ing the  year,  homemakers  were  given  assistance  to  help 
them  in  problems  in  feeding  their  families  the  right  foods 
essential  to  health  despite  the  shortages.  Demonstrations 
and  illustrated  talks  were  given  on:  When  Meat  is  Scarce; 
Sugar-Saving  Desserts;  Use  of  Available  Foods;  Oil-Spar- 
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ing  Salad  Dressings.  Homemakers  were  interested  in  cloth- 
ing renovation  and  Short  Cuts  and  Speed  Tricks  in  clothing 
construction.  Food  preservation  was  the  main  project  fol- 
lowed during  the  summer  to  assist  homemakers  in  the  best 
procedure  to  insure  satisfaction  in  home  canning  and  prep- 
aration of  foods  for  freezing. 

In  4-H  .Club  Work  there  was  a  large  agricultural  club 
for  boys  and  girls  interested  in  gardening,  poultry  and  live- 
stock organized  at  the  school.  This  group  met  with  the 
County  Club  Agent  once  a  month  in  school  time.  Eight  girls 
carried  on  the  clothing  and  canning  projects  assisted  by  the 
mothers.  Dale  Soule  was  awarded  $5.00  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Society  for  Promoting  Agriculture  on  his  dairy  work. 
Walter  Richards,  Jr.,  and  Charles  Kilbourne  were  both 
awarded  prizes  on  their  gardens,  by  the  Middlesex  North 
Agricultural  Society.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Streets  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1946. 

Last  spring  the  season  was  particularly  hard  on  the 
black  top  roads,  which  necessitated  more  patching  and  re- 
pairing than  usual. 

Seventy  thousand  gallons  of  asphalt  was  applied  under 
Chapter  81  and  90  maintenance  on  the  following  roads  as 
needed:  Brookline,  Fitchburg,  North  End,  Townsend  Hill, 
Wallace  Hill,  South  Harbor,  Barker  Hill,  New  Fitchburg, 
Vinton  Pond,  Bayberry  Hill,  Lunenburg,  Clement,  Old  City, 
Tyler,  Bow,  Oak,  Maple,  South  Row,  Seaver,  Emery,  High- 
land, Turner,  Pierce,  Locke,  Meadow.  One  mile  more  of 
roads  was  graveled  and  oiled,  consisting  of  Locke  and  Mead- 
ow. One  mile  of  the  Shirley  Road  was  graveled  ready  to 
to  be  oiled  this  year. 

Under  90  Construction  the  rest  of  Warren  Road,  con- 
sisting 4285  feet,  was  re-built  and  oiled.  The  new  air 
compressor  was  a  great  help  as  there  was  a  lot  of  ledge  in 
this  section  of  the  road  to  be  removed. 

The  new  truck  was  delivered  the  first  of  September. 
It  proved  it's  usefulness  in  plowing  snow  and  sanding. 

The  labor  situation  was  a  little  better  than  a  year  ago 
with  an  average  of  about  three  men.

New  insect-repellent  electric  light  bulbs  were  installed  in 
the  bandstand  which  was  much  appreciated  by  members  of 
the  band  this  past  summer. 

Other  improvements  are  necessary  which  we  hope  to 
accomplish  this  coming  season,  with  the  approval  of  the 
voters,  such  as  repairing  the  common  fence,  painting  the 
fence,  painting  the  bandstand,  installing  a  new  ceiling  in 
the  bandstand  and  rewiring  the  bandstand.

The  bridge  at  the  pumping  station  was  replanked  and 
the  brush  cut  and  burned  in  the  well  field.  During  the  sum- 
mer months  the  wells  were  much  lower  than  they  have  been 
since  the  water  system  was  built.  This  of  course,  was  part- 
ly due  to  the  number  of  water  customers  using  so  much 
water  for  lawns,  gardens,  etc.  We  believe  the  present  wells 
and  pumping  equipment  is  more  than  sufficient  for  the 
average  use  of  water,  but  is  about  at  its  peak  when  watering 
gardens  and  lawns. 

During  the  season  we  added  thirty-nine  more  services 
and  this  will  also  tax  the  system  if  we  have  a  dry  summer. 
However,  if  all  users  try  to  use  the  water  with  reason,  we 
can  continue  with  the  present  setup.  If  the  system  con- 
tinues to  grow  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  amount 
of  wells  and  pumping  facilities.    The  pumps  run  about 
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twenty-four  hours  a  day  during  part  of  June  and  all  of 
the  month  of  July.  The  amount  of  water  in  the  standpipe 
was  lowered  by  approximately  one  foot  each  day. 

The  year  1947  is  the  year  we  planned  to  have  the  stand- 
pipe  painted  again,  as  the  last  time  it  was  painted  was  in 
the  year  1940.  There  will  be  an  article  in  the  warrant  for 
this  purpose.  The  pumps,  pipes,  and  pump  room  were 
painted  during  the  winter  and  are  in  very  good  condition. 

We  are  indeed  sorry  for  the  passing  away  of  our  late 
Chairman,  Arthur  P.  Bliss,  as  he  was  a  very  good  man  to 
work  with,  and  his  judgement  will  be  surely  missed  by  all.

The  Rehabilitation  and  Service  Committee  has  met  on 
numerous  occasions  during  the  past  year,  whenever  the  ef- 
forts of  the  group  were  required  to  assist  a  veteran  in  need 
of  advice  and  counsel. 

A  number  of  claims  for  service  connected  disability 
have  been  satisfactorily  adjudicated;  many  requests  for 
hospitalization  and  medical  care  have  been  received  and 
fulfilled;  and  advice  on  matters  of  housing,  employment 
and  schooling  has  been  granted. 

Your  committee  feels  that  there  is  a  definite  need  for

The  Nashoba  Associated  Boards  of  Health,  Agents  for 
the  Board  of  Health  of  Townsend,  herewith  transmits  the 
annual  report  covering  the  activities  for  the  year  1946. 

Well-child  Clinics,  Immunization  and  Preschool  Clinics 
are  being  conducted  by  local  physicians  under  our  direction. 
X-ray  clinics  for  tuberculosis  contacts  are  held  bi-monthly 
in  the  Nashoba  Health  building.  Milk  and  water  inspection, 
investigation  of  sanitary  condition  of  food  establshments, 
the  investigation  of  nuisances,  the  laboratory  testing  of 
water  and  milk  were  the  direct  responsibility  of  the  Nasho- 
ba Health  Unit. 

The  communicable  diseases  and  numbers  of  each  re- 
ported for  the  year  1946  are  listed  below: 

Measles  4      Scarlet  Fever  2 

Mumps  11       Whooping  Cough  2 

The  regular  diphtheria  immunization  clinic  was  held 
during  the  spring  of  the  year  when  a  total  of  27  children  re- 
ceived the  complete  immunization.  The  preschool  summer 
round-up  was  held  during  the  month  of  June  when  a  total 
of  27  children  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and  25 
children  were  given  physical  examinations.  The  tubercu- 
losis clinics  were  held  bi-monthly  when  patients  were 
X-rayed  and  given  physical  examinations. 
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Well-child  conferences  were  held  monthly  when  a  total 
of  58  children  were  given  physical  examinations.  This  num- 
ber included  infants  and  preschool  children  combined. 

Samples  of  milk  were  obtained  from  each  milk  dealer 
and  tested  in  our  laboratory  for  proper  bacteria  and  butter- 
fat  content. 

Water  samples  were  collected  and  tested  in  our  labora- 
tory to  determine  their  fitness  for  human  consumption. 

There  were  two  nuisance  complaints  of  overflowing 
cesspools  which  were  investigated  and  the  conditions  were 
corrected.

To  the  School  Committee 
Townsend,  Massachusetts 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  your  Sup- 
erintendent of  Schools. 

TEACHERS 

I  need  not  remind  you  that  the  past  year  has  been  one 
of  much  unrest  among  teachers,  the  same  as  in  many  other 
walks  of  life.  In  spite  of  the  prevalent  idea  that  our  teach- 
ers are  leaving  because  of  alleged  low  salaries,  not  one  single 
resignation  this  past  year  could  be  attributed  to  this  factor. 

Five  of  the  staff  left  to  accept  positions  in  or  near  their 
home  towns,  whereas  marital  conditions  was  the  cause  'of 
the  other  resignations.  It  was  most  unfortunate  that  we 
lost  many  of  our  elementary  teachers.  Mrs.  Helen  E.  Jacobs 
replaced  Miss  Lauretta  Dube  in  Grade  1,  and  Mrs.  Hazel 
Sage  was  engaged  as  the  extra  third  grade  teacher  in  place 
of  Mrs.  Mary  J.  D'Ambrosio.  Mrs.  Ellen  Vandelly  resigned 
the  fourth  grade  position,  which  was  filled  by  the  election 
of  Mrs.  Laila  J.  Aho.  The  fifth  and  sixth  grades  were  taken 
by  Mrs.  Margaret  Lawrence  and  Mrs.  Edith  Williamson  re- 
spectively to  replace  Mrs.  Mary  Davenport  and  Miss  Mari- 
lyn MacLean. 

In  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  only  two  vacancies 
occurred.  Miss  Mary  Noonan  was  elected  as  Commercial 
teacher,  while  Miss  Barbara  Ward  replaced  Helen  Hod- 
ziewich  as  Household  Arts  teacher. 

Miss  Sara  Gelardi  was  chosen  for  Art  and  Special  Help 
and  Miss  H.  Ruth  Berube  as  part-time  Music  Supervisor  in 
place  of  Miss  Tyrrell. 
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Because  of  the  large  enrollment  in  the  lower  grades 
particularly  in  Grade  1  with  a  membership  of  44  pupils! 
Mrs.  Sirkka  Waris  Shinner  was  engaged  early  in  December 
as  special-help  teacher  in  these  grades. 

THE  CRITICAL  TEACHING  SITUATION 
In  the  United  States  News  for  December  27,  1946  is  an 
interesting  and  enlightening  article  entitled:  '^CRISIS  IN 
UNITED  STATES  SCHOOL  SYSTEM:  LOSS  OF  COM- 
PETENT TEACHERS."  The  two  sub-titles  read:  ''Revolt 
Against  Low  Pay,  When  Bus  Drivers,  Bartenders  Earn 
More",  and  ''Suggested  laws  for  raising  educational  stand- 
ards and  setting  minimum  salaries." 

May  I  quote  some  of  the  significant  statements  from 
the  article: 

"American  public  schools  are  in  a  period  of  real  crisis. 
Teachers,  after  years  of  low  pay  and  poor  equipment  with 
which  to  work,  ...  are  quitting  the  profession  b^  the 
thousands  for  better-paying  jobs.  And  only  a  thin  trickle 
of  replacements  is  in  sight.  Young  men  and  women  are  re- 
fusing to  study  to  be  teachers.  They  want  better-paying, 
if  less  cultured,  jobs. 

"Classes  are  being  jammed  together.  Old  teaching 
staffs  are  being  spread  more  thinly.  No  replacements  at 
all  have  been  found  for  60,000  of  the  disappearing  teachers. 
In  some  areas,  .  .  .  the  extra  work  is  being  laid  upon  remain- 
ing teachers. 

"This  is  happening  at  a  time  when  the  first  batch  of 
war  babies  is  on  the  threshold  of  the  nation's  educational 
system.  All  across  the  nation,  the  lower  grades  of  elemen- 
tary schools  are  being  crammed  this  year  with  youngsters 
who  must  be  taught  to  work  and  live  in  an  atomic  age. 

"The  economic  level  of  the  teachers  sets  them  at  the 
thin  edge  of  genteel  poverty.  Their  pay,  fixed  by  law,  long 
ago  was  outstripped  by  rises  in  the  cost  of  living.  The  f ull- 
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time  earnings  of  the  industrial  employee  have  risen  79  per 
cent  since  1939;  but  the  teachers'  salaries  have  gone  up  only 
31  per  cent. 

**In  such  a  situation,  teachers  are  turning  to  all  sorts 
of  part-time  jobs  to  earn  a  living.  Many  of  them  are  find- 
ing that  other  jobs,  much  less  exacting  as  to  educational 
requirements,  pay  much  higher  salaries.  All  through  the 
war  years,  they  have  been  moving  into  better-paying  jobs. 
Of  900,000  teachers,  350,000  have  quit  since  1939.  The 
exodus  is  continuing.  For  those  who  have  not  quit,  the 
spare  time  that  used  to  go  into  advanced  studies  now  is 
often  going  into  outside  work. 

"The  teachers  are  finding  that  pay  is  higher  outside 
the  schoolroom  than  inside.  The  starting  pay  for  bus  and 
truck  drivers,  garment  workers,  bartenders  and  telephone 
operators  in  most  cities  is  as  good  or  better  than  the  starting 
pay  for  teachers." 

A  very  clear  comparison  is  here  shown  between  the 
poor  pay  of  the  teachers  and  the  much  higher  amounts  re- 
ceived by  bus  drivers  and  telephone  operators. 

''That  is  the  reason  for  the  vanishing  teacher.  It  ex- 
plains why  a  third  of  the  teachers  left  the  schoolrooms  and 
went  into  industry  druing  the  last  seven  years.  Through 
the  war  years,  there  was  a  hope  that  they  would  return.  To 
fill  their  places,  109,000  persons  without  teaching  qualifica- 
tions were  given  emergency  certificates  and  set  to  teach- 
ing. 

''But  the  disappearing  teachers  did  not  come  back.  At 
the  opening  of  this  year's  school  season,  Colorado  had  7,500 
teachers  for  9,000  jobs ;  Maine  had  350  vacancies,"  etc. 

"Present  efforts  at  a  remedy  are  being  directed  at 
getting  minimum  pay  laws  for  all  the  States  and  at  obtain- 
ing federal  aid  for  education.  Minimum-pay  laws  would 
put  a  floor  under  which  no  local  school  district  would  be 
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allowed  to  go  in  paying  teachers.  This  floor  would  be  some- 
where close  to  the  State  average.  In  nine  States,  the  goal 
is  for  a  $2400  minimum  salary  .  .  . 

"Federal  aid  is  being  sought  to  raise  educational  and 
pay  standards  in  the  poorer  States  of  the  country  .  ,  . 

"Even  these  are  only  partial  remedies,  however.  They 
will  not  lure  back  the  teachers  who  have  quit  or  cause  addi- 
tional capable  young  men  and  women  to  train  for  teaching. 
Only  a  third  as  many  new  teachers  finished  training  in 
1946  as  in  1941.  The  profession  has  lost  its  appeal.  Ex- 
perienced educators  say  that,  if  the  present  is  a  period  of 

school  crisis,  the  future  will  be  worse." 
» 

Some  citizens  have  inferred  that  the  many  changes  in 
the  teaching  staff  has  been  an  entirely  local  problem,  but 
the  above  quotation  refutes  this  idea. 

Although  I  firmly  believe  the  town  should  pay  adequ- 
ate salaries  to  attract  and  retain  good  teachers,  I  contend 
there  will  always  be  a  much  greater  turn-over  in  smaller 
towns  than  in  the  cities.  The  problems  of  boarding  places, 
lack  of  outside  relaxation,  and  difficult  travel  conditions  to 
and  from  home  over  week-ends, — these  are  some  of  the 
causes  for  teachers  changing  to  other  positions.  In  the 
past  few  years,  however,  the  marriage  situation  has  been 
the  greatest  factor  among  teacher  resignations. 

May  I  state  emphatically  that  if  the  parents  will  make 
every  effort  to  become  personally  acquainted  with  the 
teachers,  refrain  from  petty-criticisms  of  them,  and  refuse 
to  accept  the  one-sided  stories  purposely  or  unconsciously 
colored  by  the  pupils,  I  am  sure  a  much  higher  school  morale 
will  eventually  evolve  in  this  town. 

Repairs 

Several  major  repairs  were  either  concluded  or  started 
during  the  past  summer.  May  I  simply  list  some  of  them 
for  the  purpose  of  having  an  accurate  record : 
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Skylights  over  both  gymnasium  and  study  hall; 
cement  base  of  auditorium  skylight  waterproofed ; 
Missing  slate  shingles  replaced ;  Plaster  patched  in 
auditorium  ceiling;  Gymnasium  floor  refinished;  Out- 
side basement  window  casings  caulked  and  painted; 
All  basement  windows  and  screens  painted  and  re- 
paired ;  Railing  and  ornaments  around  cupola  painted ; 
Two  coats  of  paint  on  all  corridor  walls  on  first  floor; 
Some  electrical  outlets  repaired  and  others  installed  in 
the  Shop ;  All  switches  in  building  repaired  or  replaced ; 
Several  electrical  motors  repaired ;  Drip  walk  on  north 
side  of  building  completed  for  proper  drainage ;  Minor 
plumbing  repairs  on  faucets,  valves  and  ventilatijig 
system. 

Every  spring  for  several  years  the  small  auxiliary  cess- 
pools to  the  septic  tank  have  overflowed  to  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  causing  not  only  an  inconvenience  to  property 
owners  on  the  Turnpike  Road  side  of  the  school,  but  also 
was  definitely  a  health  menace.  As  a  temporary  relief  last 
spring,  a  ditch  was  dug  down  the  hill  to  drain  the  surplus 
water  down  into  the  hollow. 

During  the  summer  and  fall,  however,  definite  plans 
were  started  toward  a  permanent  removal  of  the  above 
stated  annual  nuisance.  As  the  septic  tank  itself  had  never 
been  pumped  out  since  its  installation  fourteen  years  ago, 
this  was  the  first  major  task  undertaken.  With  no  definite 
marking  to  show  just  where  this  tank  was  buried,  it  took 
considerable  time  and  expense  in  finally  locating  it  under 
ten  to  twelve  feet  of  dirt  and  ashes.  Only  one  small  opening 
had  been  left  in  the  top  of  the  tank,  and  for  proper  cleaning- 
it  was  necessary  to  make  two  additional  ones.  All  of  these 
are  to  be  built  up  to  near  the  ground  level  in  order  that  the 
septic  tank  may  easily  be  cleaned  out  at  all  future  times. 
This  should  be  done  at  rather  frequent  intervals  because  of 
the  excessive  amount  of  water  and  waste  emptying  into  it 
from  the  school. 
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Plans  were  also  made  for  the  building  of  a  large  cov^ 
ered  overflow  cess  pool  toward  the  bottom  of  the  hill  to 
properly  care  for  all  excess  water  from  the  septic  tank. 
Sufficient  funds  are  required  in  the  repair  item  of  the  ap- 
propriation to  finance  these  projects. 

The  major  repair  work  needed  to  be  done  as  soon  as 
possible  is  the  replacement  of  all  cracked  and  damaged  tile 
flooring  throughout  the  entire  building.  If  materials  are 
available,  this  project  is  planned  for  the  coming  year. 

The  stage  curtains  which  have  been  in  use  since  the 
opening  of  the  building  should  be  cleaned  and  repaired  with- 
in the  near  future. 

Building  Operation 

May  I  repeat  again  my  exact  words  of  a  year  ago  re- 
garding the  use  of  the  gymnasium  by  other  than  school 
groups : 

''There  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of 
requests  for  the  use  of  the  school  building  during  the  past 
year  by  organizations  and  groups  outside  the  school.  In 
addition  to  the  occasional  use  of  the  auditorium  by  the 
Woman's  Club  and  the  Firemen,  it  is  being  used  regularly 
by  the  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts  and  the  Town  basketbr.il 
team.  Such  occupation  needs  no  convincing  proof  as  to  the 
added  maintenance  costs  of  lights,  heat,  cleaning  materials, 
wax  for  floors  and  even  paint  for  the  walls.  Other  smaller 
items,  such  as  light  bulbs,  hand  soap  powder,  paper  towels 
and  mops, need  more  frequent  replacements  with  any  addi- 
tional usage. 

'The  citizens  should  realize  that  all  costs  for  this  main- 
tenance must  be  met  out  of  the  regular  school  appropria- 
tion, and  the  budget  consequently  must  be  increased  suffi- 
ciently to  take  care  of  such  expenditures.  Even  when  an 
organization  does  occasionally  pay  a  nominal  fee  for  the 
use  of  the  hall,  this  sum  goes  directly  into  the  Town 
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treasury  and  not  the  School  Department  to  help  defray- 
any  cost. 

"May  I  urge  the  voters  of  the  town  to  decide  if  they 
wish  to  continue  the  practice  of  allowing  outside  organiza- 
tions to  use  the  school  building  and  if  so,  to  provide  suffi- 
cient funds  in  the  school  appropriation  to  properly  main- 
tain the  building." 

Gift  To  School 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  announce  a  gift  to  the 
school  of  a  set  of  large  stage  draperies,  donated  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Daniel  Donahue.  These  will  be  of  great  usefulness  in 
all  school  dramatic  productions. 

Scholastic  Report 

The  reading  program  inaugurated  in  the  grades  a  year 
ago  has  not  only  been  continued  but  also  improved  and  en- 
larged. One  of  the  greatest  aids  in  furthering  this  program 
has  been  the  addition  to  the  faculty  of  Mrs.  Sirkka  Waris 
Shinner  as  special  reading  teacher  and  supervisor.  Lack  of 
sufficient  teaching  personnel,  together  with  the  large  en- 
rollment in  the  Junior  High  School  grades,  has  prevented 
us  from  enlarging  the  reading  program  on  this  level  as  we 
had  hoped  to  do. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  this  Fall  to  intensify  the 
school  work  of  the  Senior  High  School  students,  especially 
those  in  the  so-called  college  preparatory  courses. 

I  am  advised,  however,  that  the  teachers  have  exper- 
ienced great  difficulty  in  getting  the  proper  amount  of 
home-work  completed  by  the  students.  There  is  evidence 
of  considerable  antipathy  on  the  part  of  too  many  parents 
toward  this  home  study.  May  I  emphasize  that  if  the  high 
school  standards  are  to  be  maintained,  either  the  parents 
must  cooperate  fully  in  seeing  that  their  sons  and  daughters 
regularly  complete  all  prescibed  home-work,  or  the  school 
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day  must  be  lengthened  sufficiently  to  allow  time  for  such 
preparation  under  teacher  supervision. 

For  further  details  concerning  academic  achievements, 
may  I  call  your  attention  to  the  accompanying  reports  of 
Principal  J.  V erne  Quimby. 

School  Buses 

Because  of  new  families  moving  into  outlying  sections 
of  the  town,  it  was  necessary  to  extend  two  school  bus 
routes  in  the  Fall.  Also  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
coming  from  West  Townsend  necessitated  an  additional  trip 
from  that  section.  These  extensions  increased  the  cost  of 
transportation  to  the  sum  of  $42.75  per  school  day. 

Although  the  State  law  does  not  require  transportation 
of  school  pupils  unless  they  live  at  least  two  miles  from  the 
school,  the  town  has  established  a  distance  of  one  and 
one-half  miles  as  its  minimum.  Several  demands  by  fami- 
lies living  within  this  distance  have  been  made  to  the  school 
committee  for  bus  service  for  their  children.  In  fairness  to 
all,  such  requests  have  been  refused,  in  spite  of  the  realiza- 
tion by  all  of  us  of  the  danger  involved  when  small  children 
must  walk  along  main  highways,  especially  during  the 
winter. 

As  new  bus  contracts  are  due  to  be  made  this  year,  may 
I  recommend  a  complete  survey  of  town  as  to  present  and 
immediate  future  needs  as  to  school  transportation,  to  the 
end  that  all  sections  may  be  covered  efficiently  at  a  min- 
imum cost. 

Finances 

Every  individual  is  fully  cognizant  of  the  difficulty  ex- 
perienced during  the  past  year  of  attempting  to  live  within 
a  prescribed  budget.  Your  superintendent  was  no  exception 
with  the  school  budget  drawn  up  a  year  ago. 

The  cost  of  almost  every  item  used  in  the  schools  in- 
creased considerably  during  the  last  half  of  the  year  1946. 
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In  order  not  to  exceed  the  appropriation  many  things  had  to 
be  curtailed  or  postponed.  A  few  weeks  ago  we  were  noti- 
fied of  an  advance  in  the  prices  of  books  and  supplies,  in 
some  cases  the  cost  of  paper  increasing  to  over  100%. 

The  increased  enrollment  in  the  grades  necessitates  the 
purchase  of  more  text-books  each  year.  Many  replacements, 
postponed  during  the  war  years,  are  urgently  needed  now. 
If  the  school  is  to  properly  educate  its  pupils,  sufficient 
funds  must  be  provided  by  the  town. 

Although  the  school  department  managed  to  keep 
within  its  budget  and  have  a  balance  of  47  cents,  it  was  no 
easy  task.  A  much  larger  appropriation  is  being  asked  for 
1947.  The  greatest  part  of  this  increase  is  for  advancing 
salaries  of  the  school  personnel;  nevertheless  the  voters 
must  realize  that  rising  prices  and  increased  enrollment 
necessitate  higher  amounts  throughout  the  budget. 

The  total  cost  per  pupil  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1946  was 
$106.30  as  compared  with  the  state  average  for  the  school 
year  1945-46  of  $134.95.  By  deducting  the  town  receipts 
accredited  to  schools,  the  net  expenditure  per  pupil  from 
local  taxation  was  only  $77.83. 

CONCLUSION 

May  I  thank  the  School  Committee  for  its  support,  ad- 
vice and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  To  the  many 
parents  and  friends  of  the  school,  I  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  suggestions  and  support  so  graciously  offered.

The  total  for  the  entire  school  was  460.  The  distribu- 
tion favors  the  girls,  231  to  229,  representing  a  slight  de- 
crease in  girls  and  an  increase  in  boys. 

Townsend  High  School  is  rated  as  a  Grade  A  high 
school  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Townsend 
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High  school  is  on  the  approved  list  of  New  England  Second- 
ary Schools  and  Colleges.  This  approval  signifies  that  cer- 
tification of  a  pupil  by  the  Principal  will  be  honored  by  all 
New  England  Secondary  School  and  Colleges.  It  is  expected 
that  this  practice  will  be  discontinued  and  all  high  schools 
will  deal  with  the  colleges  on  an  individual  basis.  The  cer- 
tifying grade,  or  achievement  necessary  to  receive  the 
principal's  recommendation  to  college,  for  Townsend  High 
School  is  B,  or  better,  in  all  subjects. 

The  members  of  the  Class  of  1946  are  engaged  as  fol- 
lows: five  boys  are  in  the  United  States  Army— three  of 
these  boys  plan  to  enter  college  as  soon  as  they  receive  their 
discharge  from  the  Army;  two  boys  and  three  girls  are  in 
college,  nursing  school,  or  other  post-secondary  school  ac- 
tivity; four  boys  and  ten  girls  are  working;  and  two  girls 
are  married.  Nineteen  of  the  twenty-eight  members  of  the 
Class  of  1947  plan  on  college  or  other  specialized  training 
careers. 

The  per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  year  by  grades  was : 


To  help  achieve  as  perfect  attendance  as  possible,  two 
attendance  pennants  have  been  provided,  one  for  competi- 
tion among  the  first  six  grades  and  the  other  among  the 
junior-senior  high  school  grades.

The  Senior  Class  made  a  trip  to  Washington  and  New 
York  City  during  April  vacation.  The  Class  Gift  was  a 
contribution  of  money  to  the  Bleacher  Fund  to  help  defray 
the  expense  of  the  installation  of  bleachers  in  the  gym- 
nasium. 

The  Athletic  Association  is  sponsoring  the  purchase 
and  installation  of  three  sections  of  Fold-A-Way  bleachers 
improving  the  condition  of  the  baseball  diamond,  and  the 
school  groups  and  friends  of  the  school  for  support  of  this 
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project  is  greatly  appreciated.  Other  projects  of  this  or- 
ganization were  assistance  given  the  American  Legion  in 
imporving  the  condition  of  the  baseball  diamond,  and  the 
purchase  of  new  baseball  uniforms.  Athletically,  the  school 
enjoyed  very  successful  seasons  in  basketball  and  baseball 
and  the  Tenth  Annual  Townsend  Basketball  Tournament 
was  held  in  our  gymnasium  with  eighteen  teams  entered, 
nine  in  each  division.  The  division  arrangement  was  highly 
approved  by  coaches  and  principals.  Milford,  New  Hamp- 
shire, High  School  won  the  *'A"  Championship  and  Ashby 
High  School  won  the  ''B"  Championship.  The  boys'  basket- 
ball team  won  the  championship  of  the  Wachusett  Laague 
and  the  baseball  team  finished  in  second  place  in  the  same 
league.  The  girls'  basketball  team  finished  second  in  the 
Wachusett  League.  Intra-mural  sports  included  activity 
in  tennis,  softball,  and  track. 

Extra  curricular  activity  included  athletics,  club  organ- 
ization,-dramatics,  senior  yearbook,  assemblies,  and  a 
magazine  campaign.  The  movie-assembly  program  was  sup- 
ported entirely  by  proceeds  from  the  magazine  campaign. 
We  continued  to  cooperate  with  the  North  Central  Prin- 
cipals Group  in  arranging  for  outside  talent  assembly  pro- 
grams. The  Christmas  and  Memorial  Day  programs  were 
in  charge  of  the  music  department.  Active  group  organ- 
izations in  the  school  included  the  Student  Council,  the  Ath- 
letic Association,  4-H  Club,  Girls'  Chorus,  Boy  Scouts,  and 
Girl  Scouts. 

Guidance  and  teaching  practices  have  been  in  k3eping 
with  the  re-adjustment  procedures  of  the  times.  We  have 
endeavored  to  cooperate  fully  with  the  Federal  and  State 
Departments  of  Education,  the  Armed  Services,  parents, 
pupils,  and  employers.  The  State  Department  of  Education 
has  proposed  new  regulations  for  the  approval  or  classifica- 
tion of  high  schools.  These  regulations  are  based  cn  per- 
sonnel qualifications,  program,  building  and  equipment, 
and  would  replace  the  regulations  by  \/hich  high  schools 
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have  been  classified  since  1915.  Our  "rotating"  schedule  is 
one  of  fifty-six  such  programs  in  Massachusetts  and  it  is 
very  satisfactory  from  the  view  point  of  teachers  and  pu- 
pils. The  resulting  longer  periods  and  the  spread  of  courses 
over  the  most  as  well  as  the  least  desirable  periods  are 
especially  advantageous. 

Some  returning  veterans  enrolled  in  regional  schools 
for  refresher  courses  before  entering  college  or  to  earn 
diploma  credits.  As  soon  as  those  in  the  latter  group  have 
saitsfactorily  completed  their  work,  they  will  be  so  credited 
and  recommended  for  a  diploma.  We  are  continuing  to  en- 
courage seniors  who  contemplate  careers  in  post-secondary 
education  to  apply  for  admission  at  the  earliest  possible 
time  as  colleges  and  universities  are  generally  over  crowded 
in  their  attempt  to  meet  the  demands  of  heavy  application 
for  enrollment. 

The  Honor  Roll  of  the  graduates  who  answered  the 
call  to  the  colors,  presented  by  the  Class  of  1943,  is  being 
kept  up  to  date  by  the  Student  Council  and  at  present  in- 
cludes the  names  of  116  boys  and  7  girls. 

The  Townsend  Teachers'  Association  has  one  hundred 
per  cent  teacher  membership.  It  plans  to  sponsor  at  least 
one  money  raising  activity  each  year,  the  proceeds  of  which 
will  be  used  for  graduation  awards,  scholarships,  or  some 
other  approved  educational  feature.  There  is  a  Massachu- 
setts Hospital  and  Medical  group  of  Blue  Cross  and  Blue 
Shield  in  our  school  with  practically  all  teachers  enrolled 
in  one  or  both  of  these  services. 

Two  boys  who  are  members  of  the  Class  of  1946  earned 
academic  scholarships  by  competitive  examination  to 
Massachusetts  colleges.  One  girl  member  of  the  Class  of 
1947  and  one  of  the  Class  of  1949  have  been  honored  as 
the  poems  they  submitted  to  the  National  High  School 
Poetry  Association  have  been  accepted  for  publication  in 
the  Annual  Anthology  of  High  School  Poetry. 
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The  cafeteria  operated  on  a  self-supporting  basis,  but 
received  a  percentage  of  its  expenditures  spent  for  ap- 
proved foods  and  whole  milk  from  government  aid.  Requi- 
sitions for  greatly  needed  equipment  for  the  cafeteria  were 
placed  with  the  proper  state  departments.  The  increased 
number  of  matrons  made  it  possible  to  decrease  the  num- 
ber of  student  workers  and  has  resulted  in  more  efficient 
service  to  over  four  hundred  pupils  daily.  We  plan  to  take 
advantage  of  surplus  commodity  offerings  whenever  they 
are  available. 

Due  to  the  large  enrollment  we  are  over  crowded  in 
many  rooms  and  as  we  do  not  have  sufficient  class  room 
space,  it  has  been  necessary  to  have  some  classes  meet  in 
the  cafeteria  dining  room,  the  library,  science  laboratory, 
playroom,  and  outer  shop.  The  lack  of  classroom  space  has 
also  prevented  the  division  of  some  groups  which  are  too 
large  to  yield  most  efficient  achievement.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  some  very  definite  action  should  be  taken  at  once  to 
alleviate  this  over  crowded  condition.  The  anticipated  en- 
rollment of  the  incoming  grades  in  the  immediate  future 
warrants  such  action. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  com.mend  the  teachers  for  their 
efficient  and  diligent  service  and  express  my  sincere  ap- 
preciation to  the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  teachers,  pupils,  parents,  and  friends  of  the  school 
for  their  loyal  support  and  friendly  cooperation.

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Report  of  Selectmen 


As  instructed  by  the  voters  in  the  1946  annual  meet- 
ing the  Selectmen  purchased  an  IngersollrRand  compressor 
and  a  F.  W.  D.  truck  with  plows.  We  were  fortunate  in  lo- 
cating machines  we  believed  most  suitable.  Both  of  them 
were  put  to  good  use  in  1946. 

The  installation  of  new  heating  systems  in  Memorial 
Hall  has  been  started.  It  is  hoped  that  all  work  will  be 
completed  in  1947. 

The  purchase  of  folding  chairs  for  Memorial  Hall  has 
been  held  up  on  the  advice  of  one  of  the  largest  manufactur- 
ers of  such  chairs. 

.  Important  traffic  signs  have  been  placed  at  strategic 
places.  The  more  important  ones  were  installed  without  cost 
to  the  town  as  a  result  of  our  negotiations  with  the  State's 
Traffic  department. 

We  found  that  the  appropriations  for  extending  water 
mains  on  Elm  Street,  West  Townsend  and  Fitchburg  Road 
were  not  enough  to  do  the  job.  Even  though  sufficient 
funds  had  been  available  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
procure  materials  satisfactory  to  the  Water  Commissioners 
soon  enough  to  complete  the  extensions  in  1946.  If  the 
town  votes  the  additional  funds  required  we  believe  the  ex- 
tensions will  be  completed  during  the  coming  summer. 

The  town  should  be  proud  of  the  cooperative  spirit  dis- 
played by  the  townspeople  and  the  service  men's  organiza- 
tions in  helping  the  committee  make  a  success  of  our  Vet- 
eran's Welcome  Home  Day. 

Warren  Road  construction  was  completed  and  it  is  now 
a  Chapter  90  road  to  the  Lunenburg  line. 
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There  is  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  Chapter  90  con- 
struction on  New  Fitchburg  road  leading  from  West  Town- 
send  fire  station  through  part  of  Lunenburg  to  Fitchburg. 
Before  embarking  on  this  project  we  believe  there  should 
be  a  definite  understanding  with  Lunenburg  and  Fitchburg' 
and  Worcester  Coimty  that  if  Townsend  brings  this  road  up 
to  Chapter  90  standard  that  Lunenburg  and  Fitchburg  will 
do  likewise  with  their  sections.  That  understanding  has 
not  been  reached:  Therefore  no  action  should  be  taken 
under  this  article. 

The  board  wishes  to  point  out  the  inevitable  raise  in 
the  tax  rate  for  1947  and  suggests  that  each  appropriation 
be  given  serious  thought  by  the  tax  payers. 

We  thank  all  of  the  departments  for  their  cooperation 
during  the  year  1946.
